AD the fool-killer been abroad 

H in the city yesterday and paid his 

respects to every cheerful idiot 

who asked: ‘Is it hot enough for you?”

It was hot enough all right—hot 
enough to fry eggs on the asphalt; hot 
enough to boil water (if you could find 
any water to boil), hot enough to satisfy 
a man from the tropics; hot enough to 
make the best of friends quarrel over 
the slightest provocation. 

It was warm with the first early 
morning hours, and the mercury mount- 
ed rapidly from 9 o'clock on until.

Silver stood bubbling at 92 degrees. It 
remained stationary for just one hour, 
when there was a rise from ! o'clock 
until 2 o’cleck of | degree, making it 93 
degrees.

Mere figures indicate but little in de- 
scribing heat. It is only to the weather 
man that they are duly eloquent. 

Tue heat yesterday was of an intensity

‘Wditor Constitution: The people of 
Atlanta are told in the Sunday papers 
that the reason why muddy water is now 
being pumped to them through the city 
pipes is that the pumping facilities are 
inadequate and that the water in the 
storage basin is so low that it will not 
flow into the filters. Now the question 
is, why is so much more water being 
used now than a few days ago, when tne 
city was well supplied with good, clear 
water? The fact of the matter is, the 
water is being wasted. There is being 
thrown on the lawns in Atlanta prob- 
ably several millions of gallons of water 
every day and at a time when there has 
been an abundance of rain. Perhaps 
it is done to cool the atmosphere about 


such waste is unnecessary and should be 
stopped. The needs or looks of the lawn 
or keeping cool for a short time in 
the evening all fade into insignificance 
when balanced against public health and 
comfort. In some other oities when a 
water famine is threatened, the people 
are told to stop using water on the 
lawns and for all other purposes not ab- 
solutely necessary, and the police are 
instructed to see that such orders are 
obeyed. &.

Railroads, However, Must Furnish 
the Negroes Equal Accommo- 
dations — Decision Hen- 
dered in Case From 
Georgia. 


Washington, D. C., July 8—The in- 
terstate commerce commission, in a@ 
decision today in the case of Georgia 
Edwards against the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis Railroad, held 
that where a railroad provided certain 
accommodations for a first-class pos- 
senger ot the white race, it is com- 
manded by the law that like adcommo- 
dations shall be provided for negroes 
who have purchased first-class tickets. 
It holds that in this case it is mani- 


fest the railroad “has unduly and un- 

justly discriminated in some lameian. | 
lars against colored passengers” and 
orders that where the railroad _pro- 
vides a wash bowl and towels in the 
coaches of the white passengers and a 
separate smoking compartment, similar 
accommodations shall be provided for 
negro passengers paying similar fare. 

The Alleged Discrimination. 


The complainant, who had purchased 
a first-class ticket from Chattanooga, 
Tenn., to Dalton, Ga. was removed 
from a car for white persons to one 
for negroes and complained that she 
was discriminated against because of 
her color and not afforded equal facili- 
ties. Commissioner Lane, who rendered 
the decision of the commission today, 
held: 

“The expenses-of the small smoking 
compartinent in the latter (the car for 
whites) accounts for nearly all the dif- 
ferences in cost between the two cars.” 

He holds that the broad question of 
the right under the thirteenth and 
fourteenth amendments to the consti- 
tution to segregate white and colored 
passengers has been upheld by the su- 
preme court of the United States.

Laden With Many New 
Measures, 


GRIFFIN TO. MAKE FIGHT 
FOR AGRICULTURAL SCHOOL 


Representative Boyd, of Spalding, 
Gets Back at Mr. Price, From 
Oconee, Who Wishes Exper- 
iment Station Moved 
From Griffin to 
Athens. 


After an adjournment of four days 
the house met again yesterday with 
each omember’s pockets, seemingly, 
bulging with bills to be introduced, 
and a repetition of last Monday was 
had in a lesser degree. Notwithstand- 


ing the fact that over 300 bills have 
already been introduced in the house 
and read for the first time, and not 
one-tenth will ever be placed on pas- 
thirty bills were read for 


Nor were these bills confined to local 
acts, but went out into the broad 
fields of general reform. 

The chief interest, naturally, revolv- 
ed around the appointment of the 
house committees, for with their ap- 
pointment the work of the house be- 
girls. The house took cognizance of 
the condition of Atlanta’s water and 


refused to drink it. 

Along towards noon, when the water 
in the coolers began to resemble 
noodle soup Mr. Hall, of Bibb, offered 
a resolution which called upon the sec- 
retary of state to furnish the house 
with “drinkable drinking water.” This 
resolution was adopted by a unanimous 
vote and the house will probably drink 
deep of Lithia water today. 

Fight Over Experimental Station. 

When the call of the counties was 
had for the introduction of new Dills 
there was another tidal wave which 
swept up to the clerk’s desk. The an- 
nouncement in The Constitution last 
week that Mr. Price, of Oconee, would 
offer a bill to have the state experi- 
ment station now located near Griffin 
in Spalding country moved to Athens 
and made a part of the Agricultural 
College there brought ,out a counter- 
acting biil from Mr. Boyd, of Spalding, 
which called for an amendment to the 
Connor law appropriating $100,000 for 
the erection and maintenance of this 
college at Athens, by proposing to 
have the agricultural college, which 
has not been built, yet, removed to the 
experiment station near Griffin. This 
will doubtless precipitate another 
fight on this question. 

Another prohibition bill was intro- 
duced during the session providing for 
the punishment of those parties who 
order intoxicants shipped into dry 
counties in the name of a third party. 

Mr. Hail. of Bibb, offered a bill to 
appropriate $10,000 to the trustees of 
the University of Georgia for the pur- 
pose of repairing and maintaining 
“Old College’ on the campus of the 
University of Georgia. 

Mr. Sheffield, of Decatur county, who 
led the fight on the floor of the house 
against the seating of the negro mem- 
ber. W. H. Rogers, of McIntosh, fol- 
lowing his recently contested seat, in- 
troduced a bill which provides 8 con- 
stitutional amendment against any 
person having one-eighth or more 
negro blood in their veins from hold- 
ing any state office now in existence 
or which may hereafter be created. 
He asks that this amendment be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people at the 
next general election. Those who heard 
the bill read the first time declare that 
it is in violation of the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments to the United 
States constitution which Mr. Sheffield 
declares is not so. 

Convict Bills Introduced. 

Mr. Orr, of Coweta, and Mr. Holder, 
of Jackson, each introduced Dills- re- 
lating to the convict question. The 
former wishes to raise the limit on 
those felony convicts which can be 
worked on the roads or leased out 
from five to eight vears while Mr. 
Holder wishes to make the limit ten 
vears and fix the minimum rental at 
$4180 per annum. 

Another bill along this same line in- 
troduced was that of Mr. Payton, of 
Worth. which provides a “convict 
fund” for the benefit of the families 
of those men who are leased out for 
sentence upon whom the care of a 
family is devolved. That is, that an 
account of the cost of conviction and 
actual maintenance be kept and also 
the rental for his services and all over 
and above this sum which is received 
bv the state for his services go to the 
support of his dependent family. 

Messrs. Whitley, of Douglas, and 
iNewell, of Walton, offered a bill which 
provides for an asylum for inebriates 
which is to be supported by all places 
ttafficIng in intoxicants. It Is pro- 
posed to tax each barroom, wholesale 
house, drug store, dispensary, restau- 
rant or wherever whiskey or beer is 
sold $10 per annum license for this 
home. That when the sum of $20,000 is 
raised by this means the governor 
shall appoint a board of trustees to 
care for the fund and select a site for 
the asylum. In this way it is to be su- 
ported, also. | 

Mr. Flanders, of Johnson, intro- 
duced his famous divorce bill today 
which has as its object the curtail- 
ment of divorces in the state by lim- 
iting the grounds to three counts: 

Intermarriage within the bounds of 
consanguinity. 

In motherhood at the time of mar- 
riage to husband. 

Adultery after marriage. 

Mr. Edwards, of Habersham, intro- 
duced a measure with a view to check- 
ing the number of incendiary fires in 
the state.

days after a fire occurs, which is sus- 
pected of being of incendiary origin, 
appoint a jury to investigate the caus- 
es with a view to indicting the guilty 
parties. 

State Board of Barbers, 

Mr. Payton, of Worth, is also the 
author of the bill which provides for 
the creation of a state board of barber 
examiners who are to pass upon all 
tonsorial artists ana to issue permits 
only to those who are of industrial 
habits, moral and temperate. “The cost 
of maintaining this board is to be se- 
cured through license fees and no one 
is allowed to be a barber for general 
hire without a permit from this board 
following a good examination. 

Dr. Whitley, of Douglas, offered 9 
bill which increased the compensation 
of the solons to $250 for the entire 
Session and placed the speaker and 
president of the house and senate re- 
spectively at $400 per annum. In ad- 
dition mileage at thé rate of ten cents 
per mile for the actual cistance trav- 
eled to be allowed. It also provided 
that in case of an extra session addi-

Routine in the House. 

After the house had been called to or- 
der at 10 o’clock by Speaker Slaton. 
Prayer was offered by Chaplain Parks, 
followed by the call of the roll, which 
found nearly every member in his seat, 
and the confirmation of the journal ot 
Wednesday. 

Hon. A. Pratt Adams, of Chatham 
county, who had been absent from the 
house since its organization, on account 
of illness, presented himself for a seat 
and was sworn into office by Mr. Jus- 
tice Beverly D. Evans, of the supreme 
court of Georgia. He was roundly ap- 
Plauded as he took his seat. 

Speaker Slaton ordetfed Clerk Boifeutl- 
let to read the house committees, Which 
had been awaited with such _ interest. 
The house paid the closest attention to 
this procedure. 

Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, moveg that 
the rules of the house be susvended 80 
as to read his bill, which provides that 
the comptroller genera] may appoint any 
citizen on. any corporation arbitration, 
which is now composeq exclusively of 
railroad commissioners, for the second 
time. 

Mr. Perry, of Hall, asked for. an 
amendment so as to include for second 
reading his bill to make the decisions of 
the comptroller general final. 

Mr. Hall. of Bibb, offered as a substi- 
tute that his bill, which authorizes the 
comptroller general to:appoint three tax 
assessors to fix values upon all corpora- 
tions returned for this purpose. He also 
included for second reading. He con- 
cluded his remarks by saying: ‘I think 
all of these motions are _ stretching 
things a ‘bit and I hope all will be voted 
down.”

Y PROHIBITION 


/ Big Meeting of Anti-Prohi- 
bitionists Is Held in 
Savannah, 


Savannah, Ga., July 8.—(Specia!.)—The 
anti-prohibitionists filled to overflowing 
the chamber of commeece quarters this 
afternoon in response to a call for a 
mass meeting signed by the various trade 
bodies of this city. The speakers were 
Judge 8. B. Adams, Captain H.C. Cun- 
ningham, T. M. Cunningham, Frank C. 
Battey, P. A. Stovall and F. M. Oliver. 
Rev. Bascom Anthony attended the 
meeting, although only those opposed 
to prohibition were invited, and Me. An- 
thony was one of. the speakers of the 
opposing meeting held tonight. Resolu- 
tions were passed as follows: 

“"Whereas an effort is being made to 
pass, at the present session of the gen- 
eral assembly of Georgia, a state prohi- 
bilion law to be operative in eVery coun- 
ty in the state and thus depast from 
the wise and democratic principle of 
local option; and 

“Whereas the Savannah chamber of 
commerce, the Savannah board 09o.f 
trade, the Savannah cotton exchangs, 
the Savannah Clearing House Associa- 
tion, the trades and labor assembly & 
Savannah, the citizens of Savannah, in 
general mass meeting assembled, feel i* 
to be their duty to enter a protest to the 
general assembly of Georgia against 
the proposed state prohibition legisia- 
tion. 

“Therefore be it resolved by sald bodies

Ple of home rule; that it would take 
away from the common school fund used 
exclusively far the education of the chil- 
dren of Georgia hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. Varioug other reasons aré 
set forth in detail and the document 
closes with the resolution: 

“That a copy of these resolutions be 
sent to his excellency, Governos Hoke 
Smith, the president of the senate and 
speaker of the house of representatives, 
to the senator from this district and the 
representatives of Chatham county in 
the house ,and to the chasmen of the 
temperance committees of both house 
and senate.”’ 

Don’t Want Prohibition,

prohibition bill on the ground that its
